The terrible civil strife
through which we have passed should teach
us the absolute neces=ity of making our laws
and institutions homogeneous, so far ns vital and
fundamental prineiples are concerned. There
should be laft no occasion for organic disturli_
ance, Our late civil war grew out of the
antagonism between fresdom and slavery—two
incongruous and incompatible things. The
advecates of each llr{\f-‘ﬂﬂi!rl to find it incor.

Thus grew
up a contest which reached to the very foun-
dations Slavery having
besn overthrown, we should make the work
complete, s0 that the nation shall be homo-
geneous. Wae should leave no fundamental
questions unsettled, to grow up into future
civil wars.

They who would exclude the entire colored
race from political rights in thi nation; who
would tax them withent glving them represen-
tation; who wounld make laws for them with-
out their participation and consent, must be
put down as shallow and dangerous politicians,
destitute of the first elements of true gtates
manship.

The Decision in the Mississippi Case,
Tug avtion of the Supreme Conrt in the Mis-
sisgippi injunction case will mest with the
almost unanimous approval of the publie, It
is now definitely settled that the Supreme
Court has no authority to interfere with the
I'resident in the executionof the laws passed
by Congress, Says the Chief Justive, in his
admirable opinion:—*"The Congresg is the
legislative department of the Government,
The President is the executive department.
Neither can be restrained in its action by the
judivial department, though the acts of both,
when performed, are, in proper cases, subject
to its cognizance."

The grounds of the decision in this case
will apply, we apprehend, to the cases which
have been made up from Georgia and somse
other States. In these latter cases the end
gought i the same as in the former, viz.,
to restrain the execution of the law; and the
generals sought to be enjoined are the mere
agents of the Executive, The President does
not persomally execute the laws, He doos it
through his constitutional agents.

1o vent His wrath. can imagine the desolation
aud destruction which exist from Calro to
Baton Rouge. The river, waich is higher than
1t hias beon for the past thirty years, has oroken
down the leyees (n thonsands of places, and the
counity for mnles wears the appearapee of &
vast inland een.  Houses which & few months
ugo were the happy homes of countless tamilies,
are now just visibie ahove the witer, which
poes tearing throogh the many orevasaes, oarty-
ing death and destruction betore it.  Horsos,
cows, pigs, and in fhct everytbhing, have been
swept nway, and the people in many places are
loft i & stete bordering on absolute atarvation.
1o some places portions of the levees wre atill
standing.  On these sirps of iand, six teet wide
and & mile long, can be seen mon, women, wod
children huddled togethor with horses, cows,
aud other stock which bave beon fortunate
enovph 1o escape the tood and rench Lhiese nar-
now homes of safely. Here they live, and have
een hiving in many cases for weeks, with
nothiong to shelter them (rom the sun or storm

and as we entered a stench greeted us woich
was almost insupportsble. A crustof hard,
musty corn-bread lay beside her, and & broken
cup, which looked as thouegh it bad not bacno
washed for months, contained her diet for the
[ endeavored to draw from ber the story
of her misforrunes, butr she was too weak 10
speak; und after two or three fruitless efors,
sunk back upon her pallet of tilth complecely
exhausted, A collection was taken up among
the passengers of our bout, and quite a haud-
some sum of money wis hunded over to one of
the unfortunate woman's friends, with instruc-
tiong that o cuse she did not die before the
next downward boat passed, to send her to the
hospital at Vickshuarg.

From what [ could learn among those who
wailted upon the poor crentore, it appears that
she wea lound one morning about & month ago
lying on the levee, where she had been landed
by a passing steamer during the previous night,
Here shie lald until a NOW S1orin came up, when
4 good-beurled blucksmith picked her up aond
Jlsced her in the qusrters where I first saw her,

e saye tbat she was hired by 4 man named
Harris (let his name be printed in letters of
fire), who lives in Kentucky, to work upon a
plantation which he had purchased somewhere
on the lower river; and baving been taken siok
while on the rond down, was Fumled by his in-
glruotions at this point, as above stated. Thers
